Tells His Representatives 


He Was Not Anxious

TOKIO, July 6.—The Emperor de- 


livered an address today to the Peace 
Plenipotentiaries as 'follows: 


"The President or the United States, 


being' grieved to find that the war 
between Japan' and Russia had not 
been brought to a close after" the lapse 
of more than-a« year, and being im- 
pressed with the urgent need,, in the

"We were compelled,

our expectations to' resort to arms, 
despite-our constant abiding wish for 
peace, and if in consequence "of the 
conciliatory spirit 'of. :our. opponent, 
hostilities could be brought to an end, 
nothing -would be "more satisfactory 
dan such consummation.

FIRE WORSHIP IN SCOTLAND. 


Reminiscenses 
of 
the 
pre-Christian 


days of Baal worship and fire worship are 
still to be found occasionally in Scotland. 
A few years ago a traveler wrote: ''On 
the last day of the year, old style, which 
falls on January 12. the festival of the 
clavie' takes place in Burghead. a fish- 
ing village near Forres. On a headland 
in that village still stands an old Roman 
altar, locally called the 'douro.' On the 
evening of January 12 a large tar barrel 
is set on fire,, and carried by one of the 
fishermen round 
the town, while 
the 


assembled folk shout and halloo. If the 
man who carries the barrel fails it is 
an evil omen. The man with the lighted 
barrel, having gone with it round the 
town, carries it up to the top of the 
hill and places it on the 'douro.' 


"More fuel is immediately added. The 


sparks as they fly upward are supposed 
to be witches and evil spirits leaving 
the town. The people, therefore, shout 
out and curse them as they disappear 
in vacancy. 
When the 
burning barrel 


falls in pieces the fisherwives rush in 
and endeavor to get a lighted bit of 
wood from its remains. With this light 
the fire on the cottage hearth is at once 
kindled, and it is considered lucky to 
keep this flame all the rest of the year. 
The charcoal of the 'clavie' is collected 
and put m bits up the chimney to pre- 
vent the witches and evil spirits from 
entering the house. 


"The 'douro1 (the Roman altar) is cov- 


ered with a thick layer of tar from the 
fires that are lighted upon It annually. 
Close to the 'douro' is a very ancient 
Roman well and close to the well several 
rude but curious Roman sculptures can 
be seen let into a garden wall." 


THE MAD-DOG FALLACY. 


(James Watson in July Country Life in 


America.) 


In all my own experience with dogs ] 
have not only never seen a "mad dog," 
but have never known a dog-owner—and 
by that I mean a man who has had ex- 
perience in keeping flogs—who has seen 
one. 
If, then, raoies Is so exceedingly- 
scarce hydrophobia becomes really an 
impossibility and the fear of it should be 
dismissed without a thought. 
A person may get dog-bitten, but in 
the language of the New York tough, 
"Forget it." If it is a bad bite it may 
twitch later on and you may begin worry- 
ing, so it Is a good plan to get rid of the 
twitching or throbbing in order to forget. 
I have been bitten so often that I think 
no more of it than a mosquito bite, and 
this is what I do: 
If It is on the hand I put it under the 
faucet and wash thoroughly, with the 
object of cleaning the wound and pre- 
venting inflammation from any dirt or 
foreign substance. While doing this some 
one is getting the bicarbonate of soda 
and some clean rags or lint. 
With 
water a cream paste of the soda is made 
sufficient to plaster the wound well, then 
putting some on a rag it is applied to 
the wound and bound up. If in the course 
of an hour or more the application seems 
to be drying a little water is poured on 
the bandage to soak through to the soda 
or the hand dipped In water.

the schooner Carmencifa had been in 
that vicinity, about the middle of last 
month. On June 13 a boat from the 
notorious sailing schooner reached the 
island with four men in it. They said 
at first that they had been lost from 
the schooner, but as two men is the 
usual crew of a seal-hunting boat, the 
story the four men told was not fully 
accepted. Later on, being closely ques- 
tioned, they admitted they had desert- 
ed from the vessel. 
They said they 


had been away from the vessel for 
three days before 
they 
made their 


presence known to anyone on Atu Isl- 
and, and that when 
they left the 


schooner only forty seals had 
been 


taken. 


The Carmenclta sailed 'out of this 


port in command of Captain McLean, 
one of the most notorious of the seal 
hunters who ever sailed the North Pa- 
cific seas. He has been accused more 
than once of breaking all the sealing 
laws and of raiding the northern rook- 
eries on numerous occasions, but the 
law could never lay a hand on him. 


FL*1ES MANY FLAGS. 


The Caxmencita sailed1 out of

Mrs. Shatlen ran first for a step-ladder, 


but finding it too short, she ran to the 
rear of the house, where she availed 
herself or a porch post to ciimb to the 
roof. 


In speakintf of her daring feat Mrs.

what out of the ordinary of what women 
follow when some one cries fire, but' I 
did' what was undoubtedly the only thine 
I could do.

Susan B. Anthony flakes Address 


at the Lewis and Clark 


Exposition. 


PORTLAND, July 6.—Sacajawea, the 


Indian bird woman, who, bearing on her 
back. her infant child, guided the ex- 
plorers, Lewis and Clark, through "Old 
Oregon," received 'public recognition for 
ber heroic services today at the Lewis 
and r.Clark- Exposition, • when the hand- 
some-bronze statue of the.Indian woman 
and her papoose was unveiled. 


The unveiling exercises were on an 


elaborate scale and were attended by 
an assemblage of several thousand peo- 
ple. They were conducted by the Saca- 
Jawea Statue Association, which claims 
In its membership public-spirited women 
throughout Oregon, Washington, Idaho, 
Montana, Wyoming and Nebraska. 


The statue represents the patient work 


of the members in securing funds, their 
object being to bring one of the most 
heroic flgunes of Western history out of 
an obscure niche in history into general 
recognition, 
The statue 
stands at a 


prominent place on Lake View Terrace, 
between statues of Captain Merriwether 
Lewis and William Clark. It was draped 
In a huge American flag when the un- 
veiling ceremonies opened at 2 p. m.

RESOLUTIONS PASSED AT THE 


MEETING OF THE CENTRAL 


CLUB. 


Those who are Intonated In the open- 


Ins .of Washington street awi steadily at 
work-" arousing public -unrest, toward 
that'end. ,'The Central'Improvement Club 
Is greatly encouraged. by the attitude of 
the Mayor and several members of tie 
City Council. 


There seems' to be an Idea. In some 


quarters that the .cHib is anxious to 
have the project go through in some cer- 
tain manner, but this impression Is false. 
Those most interested 
tuid ro desira 
whatever to dictate as to hm> the city 
officials shall perform their duty, having 
full confidence in the judgment of the 
Council' and the Board of Public Works 
that the improvement will be carried out 
'on the lines most benscial to the entire 
city. 
During the past week a large number 


of Broadway .property-owners have ex- 
pressed themselves as. favoring the open- 
ing of Washington street, and also many 
on San Pablo avenue. The necessity foi 
'it is becoming dally more apparent and 
the club roll shows a very general deislre 
to hasten the work as much as possible. 
At the .present 
tim-<>,, many of the 
Councilman and several members .of the 
executive committee of the Central Im- 
provement Club are out of town, but im- 
mediately on their return the matter will 
be taken up with renewed vigor. 
A meeting of the executive coinmlxtee 
of the club was held this morning and 
President Hugo Abrahamson made a 
most favorable report. 
He said tnat 
several prominent Broadway 
property 
owners have called on him and cad as- 
sured the club of their aupporL 
"This matter is.one of vital import- 
portance to .the entire city," said Mr. 
Abrahamsoc "and the publicity given jur 
meetings two weeks ago has brought out 
many expressions of opinions. I am happy 
to say that, with one or two exceptions, 
the opening of' Washington street is 
very generally supported. 
Many people 
believe with our Mayor that' it is a 
commercial necessity. J, care hot how the 
street be opened, I am out to support the 
city government on whatever it may do 
in the matter. I well know that they are 
acting for the entire city and not for the 
particular section in which we may be 
interested. 
That is the proper view to 
take, in my judgment. We have been at 
a disadvantage long enough and I be- 
Ueve the present city government will do 
what is right." 
Similar views were expressed by oth»rs. 
The following resolutions were paissed; 
"Whereas, 
The time has come when 
the opening-of Washington street tti San 
Pablo avenue is alike a necessity for the 
public safety anri for commercial reajsons, 
and"Whereas. The property owners that 
would be most affected by the opening of 
Washington street are unanimous in their 
willingness to defray all legitimate ex- 
penses connected with such^public im- 
provement, and. 
"Whereas, 
The present City Hall is 
altogether inadequate for the proper con- 
duct of the city's business and a move- 
ment is afoot to replace it with an ade- 
quate modern structure that shall be a 
credit to Oakland. 
"Therefore, 
Be it, resolved, that a 
petition to the City Council be circulated 
for signatures asking that honorable body 
to take such steps as shall result in the 
opening of Washington street at the earl- 
iet possible moment." t. 
The secretary, Stuart, W. Booth, was 
authorized to prepare and circulate tb« 
petition. 


The Associated Charit|es has just closed 


the busiest month of the year, owing to 
the large number of cases of indigents 
handled for the Supervisors.

Seven persons «rcre 
placed in institutions other than hos- 
pitals, and family homes were found for 
three. Twenty-four cases were reported 
to other societies and to individuals for 
co-operation, and the wants of six appli- 
cants were relieved through other sources 
at the instigation of the Association. 
Monday, July 3, the Association made a 
preliminary report to the Board of Super- 
vistors of the work of investigation un- 
dertaken some weeks ago. Investigation 
of sixty-two cases had been completed. 


I It was recommended that aid be contin- 
] ued to thirty-two of these cases and-that 
twenty-four be dropped 
from 
the list. 
Three months ago, because of a shortage 
in the' fund from which out-door relief 
is drawn, 'aid to families, except in eases 
of half-orphans, was ordered cut off until 
July 1.

CAPTAIN AND GREW 


ARE RESCUED 


HONOLULU, July 6.—Word hag Just 


been received here of the rescue of the 
captain and crew of the French bark 
Anjou, which was wrecked on the Auck- 
land islands in February -while on a 
voyage, wheat laden, from Sydney to 
Liverpool 
^ 
The vessel struck hard and fast on the 
rocks at night, her stern remaining in 
deep water and her decks awash all 
night. In the .morning the .captain and 
crew, in. three' boats, managed to reach 
shore at Carnley Cove. They found refuge 
in the .depot of provisions and the shelter 
which the New Zeland Government main- 
tains on these and other desolate islands 
in 
this part 
of the 
South Pacific, 
and though the weather was rainy and 
disagreeable ail the time they were there, 
they did not suffer any sev«re hardships. 
They were rescued by tho Government 
steamer Hlnemoa, which was on its 
regular half-yearly cruise to these depots. 
For many years past the New Zealand 
Government has 
maintained 
provision 
depots at various places in the different 
groups in that part of the Pacific, with 
the result that many lives have been 
saved. 
In the Auckland islands these 
depots are maintained at Port Ross, Nor- 
man inlet and Charnley harbor. For the 
use of shipwrecked people there are boats 
at the northwest end of Adam's island, 
at Cape Cove, Rose and Enderby islands, 
and also in Erebus Cove. Twice a year 
the Government steamer HInemoa visits 
all of these places to ascertain whether 
there are any castaways from wrecked 
vessels, and also to renew the stores and 
effect repair at the stations.

there was much more to It than ap- 
peared on the surface and that a big 
surprise would be sprung: when the 
matter was ventilated in the courts. 


The statement was also made that 


when the case is called before Judge 
Mura"sky on Friday morning, TV. H 
Talbot will resist the order of Judge 
Murasky giving the custody of the 
children to the mother pending the is- 
sue of the case and that at least equa7 
control will be insisted upon. A reply 
will also be made to the application of 
Mrs. Talbot for counsel fees and an 
allowance while the suit is. being tried. 


FRIENDS 
INTERESTED. 


The friends "of both,parties to the 
suit are taking up tTie matter with 
great energy and the case is the lead- 
ing topic of conversation- in social cir- 
cles at present.- even overshadowing 
the visit of the President's daughter 
to San Francisco. 
A close friend of Mr. Talbot, who is 
in a position to know .whereof he 
speaks, said yesterday: 


"There is much more to this case 
than most • people have any idea of, 
and it is doubtful if it will ever go to 
trial. A compromise will probably be 
effected and the general public will 
never know the hidden cause back of 
the suit. 


OPIUM FIEND CHARGE. 


"Mr. Talijot never accused his wife 


of being an opium fiend, and the charge 
that he did is simply ridiculous. There 
are other things, though, to which he 
objected, and what they are will come 
out when the case—if ever—goes to 
trial. It Is hard to see how Mrs. Tal- 
bot can sue for maintenance when she 
is living with her husband at their 
home at 2680 Jackson street and .is be- 
ing maintained there in 
good style. 


With the exception of the pas_t four 
nights, when Mr. Talbot has been in 
Redwood City with- the boys, he has 
not been away from his home for a 
night for months, and Mrs. Talbot has 
been living- there right along; as well." 


The friend then closed his interview 


with the statement that Talbot loved 
his wife sincerely and thatTiis actions 
and letters, when she had threatened 
to leave him before, plainly 
showed 
this to be true. 


DEVOTED MOTHER.

Mrs. Talbot assert that she has al- 
ways been a devoted and affectionate 
mother to her children and a loving and 
obedient wife to her husband.

forced her to file the complaint, Nu- j 
merous instances are recited to slio-.v • 
that Mrs. Talbot is and has been ai: 

The same 
friends are equally strong in their as- 
sertions that Mrs. Talbot still loves her j 
husband and is only too anxious for a 
reconciliation. 
Altogether, the 
case 
presents a number of confusing feat- 
ures, and the whole truth will only be 
known when the differences of the 
couple are aired in court.

Guadalajara with Mexico City wiU be a 
matter of only "a. little time. 
The /proposed interior route will tra- 
verse a section rich in agricultural and 
mineral wealth. : After leaving Douglas 
on the main line of the Southern Pacific, 
the road will head due south, following 
the eastern bank of the Montezuma river.

John Hay's Funeral. 


The funeral of John Hay was in strict keeping with his tastes and 


character. It was simplicity itself, the only sign of show or parade 
being made by a troop of militia cavalry which acted as an escort to the 
•President. Mr. Hay detested anything savoring of show or ostenta- 
,tion. His sympathies were democratic, but his tastes wereu not. 
Courteous to al! with an unaffected urbanity, he lived apart from the 
throng and had an aversion to crowds and the gilt and display which 
,-deIight so many in public life. His temperament \vas poetic, his mind 
reflective and his tastes refined and scholarly. He never was a "mixer," 
and consequently never advanced by the elective road to preferment. 
The ordinary methods of campaigning were not to his liking, and his 
sensitive nature revolted against the promiscuous associations which 
the career of an active politician compels. He was often spoken of for 
the Senate—aiuajs in high commendation of his talents and character 
—but he never made any effort to be elected and seemed to have little 
inclination for Senatorial honors. Yet it is certain that Mr Hay was 
among the very greatest of the many gifted sons Ohio has produced. 
He was a statesman in the best sense of that much abused term. 
.Thomas B Reed once charac:erizecl a statesman as "a dead politician " 
Mr. Hay did not answer that description. He was never a politician. 
His diplomacy was distinguished for the reason that it was wholly dis- 
connected from the finesse, chicane and intrigue generally associated 
with partisan politics 
Notwithstanding his bookish tastes and his 


aversion to the hurly-burly of political life, M^v Hay took a keen in- 
terest in public affairs and was a watchful student of political move- 
ments. 
Few men grasped the significance of popular currents more 


quickly or projected himself to ultimate consequences, ends and objects 
with greater mental agility. For that reason he always discounted pop- 
ular excitements and often stood by apparently unmoved when the 


J public mind was in a state of ferment. 
Mr. Hay's mind unerringly,de- 


tected the transitory from the permanent. He never mistook a passing 
mood for the sober conviction of the nation. His very aloofness gave 
him a clearer and calmer insight than was possessed by even great men 
engrossed in the current activities of politics 
He viewed the battle 


from apart, onlj engaging at some critical time to assist the nght as the 
Black Knight came to the rescue of Ivanhoe. In passing Mr. Hay 
leaves no bitternesses behind him. He never spake evil of men, though 
he struck at urong and evil with all the energy of moral power and 
intense conviction. The spirit of his "Pike County Ballads" he carried 
all his dajs, and that spirk was one that never sympathized with the 
uppermost sentiment of the moment. The simple services at his grave 
became his character and career. It was fit that he should be borne to 
the tomb in reverent quiet, 


A Triumph For Decency. 


The conviction of Mitchell of Oregon, following so closely upon 


the conviction of Burton of Kansas and Congressman Driggs of New 
York, is hkelv to call a halt to fee-taking on the part of lawyer legisla- 
tors of a kind that would be designated as plain bribery if indulged in 
by laymen under the same conditions. The verdict against Burton 
was reversed on appeal, it is true, but the reversal was based entirely 
on a pure question of law—a technicality relating to procedure, and 
Burton is still in jeopardy. He has been indicted a second time, and 
it is not improbable that he will be convicted again. 


Mitchell was convicted of taking money ostensibly as fees to as- 


sist land thiever before the departments at Washington. 
The service 


he was able to render the landgrabbers was not of a. legal character, 
but was purely the exercise of the influence Mitchell wielded as Senar 
tor from Oregon. In other words, Mitchell was selling his influence 
as a legislator for hire under the pretense that he was accepting fees 
to act as an attorney. A legislator not a member of the legal pro- 
fession could make no such pretense. 


Apparently the courts and public opinion are drawing a line be- 


tween the legitimate retainer and the fee that is no better than a bribe 
Lawyers are no longer to be permitted to do in their legislative capac- 
ity acts that would be deemed corrupt and criminal if committed by a 
layman. The distinction has been drawn none too soon. The prac- 
tice of selling legislative influence under pretense of taking fees for 
rendering legal services has become altogether too common, too scan- 
dalously common. If neither Mitchell nor Burton ever sees the inside 
of a jail, their prosecution has cleared the atmosphere and drawn the 
line where legitimate practice ends and prostitution of office begins. 


"Associate with }our superiors" is the advice President Ehot of 


Harvard gave to college men in a recent commencement address. Does 
he mean superior from a moral, intellectual, social or financial stand-* 
point' 
But whichever way he means it, Professor Eliot ignores the 


oregnant fact that association depends upon the consent of two parties. 
Some people object to association with inferiors, particularly mental 
and1 moral inferiors. Social and financial superiority (and inferiority) 
is a matter purely personal and relative. It may be contended for on 
sne side and denied on the other. From a conventional point of x'iew 
one person may be socially inferior to a persop to whom he is vastly 
superior mentally and morally. From a financial standpoint John D. 
Rockefeller is infinitely superior to what Abraham Lincoln was. Jimmy 
Hyde, for instance, would regard Luther Burbank as an inferior. What 
would we think of Mr Burbank were he to acknowledge the justice 
of the assumption and seek to associate with Jimmy Hyde? We are 
sure Professoi Eliot did not intend to advise young men to toady to 
ivealth or fashion, but he has nevertheless given out a piece of advice 
chat is not quite cleai in its meaning or susceptible of logical applica- 
tion. We are afraid it is a little bit on the highfalutin order.

AROUND THE BAY 


Health Officer of Berkeley Issues 


Startling Statement—Dairy 


Owners Scored. 


BERKELEY. July 6.—Dr. George Retn- 


nardt, health officer of Berkeley, declares 
that tuberculosis in cows has become so 
general around the bay that dairymen 
regard the stamping out of the disease 
as impossible. Dr. Reinhardt says it is 
this belief that'has inspired a score of 
dairymen in Berkeley to enjoin the au- 
thorities of Berkeley from enforcing the 
ordinance, requiring

their herds to the tuberculin test. 


Dr. Reinhardt today issued a statement

of dairymen. An animal may be seriously 
affected with tuberculosis and not reveal 
that fact by outward appearance; conse- 
quently tuberculosis is a disease that can 
never be eradicated from a herd without 
the use of the tuberculin test. The mat- 
ter resolves itself into the question. Does 
the public wish to consume milk from 
cows affected with a loathsome disease, 
a disease which may be contracted from 
the consumption of milk from a diseased 


"The thought of umng milk produced 


from cows known to have diseased or- 
gans and tissues is repugnant and it is 
well within the province of a Board of 
Health to prevent the intention of such 
animals In dairies. 
"On account of the high percentage of 
tuberculous animals around San Francisco 
bay, 
dairymen have come to regard it 
as a necessary evil and one that can not 
be eradicated. The belief that the eradi- 
cation is impossible is not true. Exper- 
ience with the disease has shown that It 
is quite possible to maintain healthy 
herds. The present conditions of affairs 
around the bay is due to 'the apathy on 
the part of the owners, and, secondly, to 
ignorance as to the nature of the disease 
and the means of its control. 
"What the ordinance requires Is that 
no cow suffering with the disease of 
tuberculosis shall 'be retained in the 
herd. It does not demand that the ani- 
mals shall be killed. 
Owners are thus 
left to dispose of their tuberculous ani- 
mals as they see flt."

With an esti- 
mate of 1,000,000 for the current year 
the total for the five years would be 
about 3,800,000. Three-quarters would 
give us 2,856.000, and one-third of that 
952,000. 
We now add to this figure 125,000 


for the excess of births over deaths 
and get 1,077.000—and then we pause, 
and wonder where the domestic immi- 
gration is to come in on that far too 
conservative estimate of .4:000.000. For 
the city had a population of 3,437,202 in 
1900. . 
We would suggest the formation of 


a five7million club in New York im- 
mediately, and also that it should ne- 
gotiate at orice for the services of our 
own Givins.—Chicago Record-Herald.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 6.—Tax Col- 


lector Scott filed yesterday with the 
Auditor a statement setting forth the 
amount of taxes delinquent on the 30th 
of last month, the final day of the past 
fiscal year. The total on the books as 
unpaid was $78,016.19, but of this 510,343.19 
constitutes the actual delinquency, since 
all 
the remainder is charged 
against 
property found to be exempt or which 
has been withdrawn from sale for other 
reasons. 
Thus S49.5ilS.25 of the nominal delin- 
quency is not to he collected by the usual 
methods, at present at least, owing'-"to 
an order oE court to the contrary, the 
sum in question representing taxes paid 
to Sprmer Tax Collector E. J. Smith per-. 
sonally and by him embezzled instead;of 
having -been turned 
over to tho 
city. 
About SSOOO of the seeming delinquency 
has been found to be exempt, since it 
represents taxes charged against 
the 
University of California and certain phil- 
anthropic funds. 
The expense of publishing the delin- 
quent list is $1,906.14. the collections upon 
the same being: $2.370, lending S4G3.S6 as 
the net profit of such publication. 
In the same report the Tax Collector 
sets forth that he turned back into the 
general fund a surplus of $2.502.25 from 
his'salary account for the fiscal year just 
ended- He also states that-the licenses 
collected during the. year aggregated 
$510,626.75, as against $475,722.75 for the 
preceding year.

the Hawaiian Islands, Japanese, Chin- 
ese . and Philippine ports. 
Not only will this line offset the 


apportionment of freight that Harri- 
man has been compelled to concede to 
the Santa Fe on every third steam.'Jhip 
of the Pacific Mail line that arrives in 
San Francisco,- but it will offset the 
Oriental traffic gained by J. J. Hill for 
the Great Northern and Northern. Pa- 
cific at Seattle and Taeoma. In addi- 
tion it will mean the upbuilding of 
San Pedro as one ot the Pacific Coast 
ports and add another factor in the 
commercial progress of California. 


The United States is building a large 
breakwater at the harbor of San Pe- 
dro. In addition, the Pacific /Electric 
Company, which is owned hy H. E. 
Huntington, has been since last Sun- 
day running cars between Los An- 
geles and Bast San Pedro wharf by 
way of the Long Beach line to Domin- 
guez. .

Doubt- 
less the first cost of the road will be 
•unusually large; but in the long run that 
•will cut no figure, for the route will never 
need to be changed, and snowshedding 
for its protection in winter will be prac- 
tically avoided.
